French General - 


IRST results of France's first general 
election for nearly five years give 
little promise of the emergence of .a 
solidly supported government to tackle 


the country’s heavy load of troubles. 
The De Gaulle party has made a rapid 


advance and. the middle-of-the-road | 


group has polled well, but the prospects 
of clear-cut victory on either side are 
slim indeed. Meanwhile, twin troubles 
threnten to paralyse our French friends, 
financial and political, The country 
today faces 1 Budget deficit of around 
£800,000,000—and the outgoing 
deputies, unwilling, to take unpopular 
measures on the eve of an election, have 
done virtually nothing about it. For 
rearmament alone they have gaily voted 
credits of about £740,000,000—much of 
which money is simply not there. 
Simultaneously, the small man is being 
hit by the rocketing rise of prices. The 
all-round cost of living is up by about 
50 per cent since January. The rising 
prices, bring, in turn, constant new 
wage demands from the workers, the 
probability of a wave of strikes next 
autumn, and the haunting fear of every 
Frenchman that any small savings he 
may make will be wiped out once again 
by inflation, These are but some of the 
headaches which, the-new Assembly will 
be called upon to cure-—-and ‘present 
indications are that France will be lucky 
if she finds a Government able to do it.

Since the emergency started 
in Malays three years ago, 525 
terrorists have surrendered. 

More than half of these pre- 
fer to live behind barbed wire

To begin with; they tell the 
security forces where they 
buried thelr arms.

S our work with, the 
‘antibiotics goes for- 
ward, we are becoming 
more and more aware that 
they may have what are 
known as, undesirable side 
effects. ‘One’ of | the 
strangest of these is the 
encouragement which the 
antibiotics seem , to offer 
fo the growth of fungi 
that are known to exist in 
the body aldng with germs. 
It'has been noted that 
mixtures of germs 
ure exposed’ to various’ 
antibiotics, | those suscep- 
tible to the antibiotics are 
killed; but the remainder 
grow more | abundantly 
than ever, perhaps because 
they have a free field... 
The samo thing js apparently 
true of a yeast-like parasite, 
known as monilial albicans, 
which nonmally exists in the 
mouth, bowel, and on the skin 
of healthy persons, but which 
ordinarily does no harm Wecause 
tts concentration Is not great.

SORE THROAT 


Jn those patients with mouth 
symptoms, the usual course of 
events was for treatment of sore 
throat to have been carried out 
by means of antibiotics, The in- 
fection of the throat cleared up, 
only to be fallowed in from 24 
to 72 hours by burning tongue, 
mouth, and throat, The tongue 
was thickly coated, often 
an overgrowth of the little pro- 
Jections of the tongue called 
papiilac, This gives the ap- 
pearance of a black or hairy 
tongue. ‘Later, this ‘coating 
sloughed off, leaving the tongue 
dry and swollen, with a beefy- 
red colour. There is also some 
whange in the sense of taste. 


Should these sympioms occur 
following treatment with one of 
the antibotics, it is important to 
make cultures to determine whe- 
ther or not the monilial albi- 
cans is causing the difilculty so 
that the conditlon may be 
promptly treated, The parents 
must nol look to the physician 
to---give-antiblotics --for -minor 
complaints, but they are employ~ 
ed only when the need for them
